Local radio station airs 
anti-Catholic programs

EL CAJON —Anti-Catholicism is 
alive and well in San Diego, and the 
going rate is $53 a minute. 


That’s how much one minute of air 
time on radio station KMJC (91 on 
your AM dial, with studio and offices 
at 500 Fester Street here) costs, and at 
least two anti-Catholics have availed 
themselves of the opportunity to 
attack the Church on: a regular basis 
over the station. 

KMJC BILLS itself as the ‘‘home 
for Christian broadcasting in San 
Diego,’’ and evidently feels that two 
of its programs, one by Dr. F. Kenton 
Beshore, president of the World Bible 
Society in Long Beach, and the other 
by a Northville, Mich., evangelist 
named Rosalind Musselman, qualify 
as ‘‘Christian’’ ‘with repeated 
references to the Catholic Church as 
the ‘‘whore of Babylon.”’ 


That reference comes from their 
own readings of the Book of 
Revelation, in which John speaks of 
the Roman Empire and Emperor 
Domitian. But to Beshore and 
Musselman, the Roman Catholic 
Church and the bishop of Rome are 
the enemies of true Christians and the 
“anti-Christ.”’ 

Radio station KMJC has been the 
object of a one-man campaign to 
remove its anti-Catholic bias, but so 
far without results. Cliff Kirby, a 
parishioner at St. John of the Cross 
Church in Lemon Grove, has taped 
some of the station’s programming, 
but has been unable to interest either 
KMJC management—‘‘or the 
religion editor of one of our two San 
Diego newspapers’’—in doing 
something about the situation. 

Kirby, a rétired plumber who 
devotes his time to doing repair work 
at a number of orphanages in Mexico, 


Cardinal Wyszynski, Polish primate, dead at 79 


WARSAW (NC)— ‘‘Better to be a 
priest who is laughed at than a czar 
who is given glory,’’ Cardinal Stefan 
Wyszynski of Warsaw and Gniezno, 
Poland, said during his three-year 
house. arrest by Polish communist 
authorities in the early 1950s. 


‘For more than 30 years (Cardinal 
Wyszynski) was the keystone’ of the 
unity of the Church in Poland,”’ said 
the primate’s compatrict and protege, 
Pope John Paul II, in a message 
broadcast’ in St. Peter’s Square and 
around the world last Sunday, the day 
the 79-year-old prelate was being 
buried in his cathedral church in 
Warsaw. 

FROM HIS DEATH May 28 until 
his funeral three days later, millions 
. Of Poles flocked daily to the churches 
for Masses and prayers of mourning. 

For his funeral Mass in Warsaw’s 
Victory Square a monumental 
wooden cross, more than 40 feet high

Priests look at themselves, ask 
others to see them as persons 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.—‘‘Priest as 
person’’ was the theme of the annual 
meeting of the National Federation of 
Priests’ Councils (NFPC) meeting 
here recently, and the subject is a 
matter of some urgency, according to

“AT THE RISK of being 
misunderstood,’’ said Father Sheslo,

function or ‘priestly work’ we ‘do, 
rather than as persons.’’ ;

The ultimate witness to forgiving 


“‘T pray for that brother who has shot me and whom I 
have sincerely pardoned.”’ 


Reminiscent of the words of Jesus Christ, as He was 
dying on the Cross—‘‘Forgive them, Father; for they 
know not what they do’’— Pope John Paul II broadcast a 
message of forgiveness in the first words uttered from his 
Rome hospital room. 


How fitting it was, that in the wake of an 
assassination attempt on his own life, the Holy Father’s 
first words to the world from his hospital room were an 
expression of understanding and forgiveness for his 
assailant. 


Tragic and shocking as it was, the event had a spiritual 
dimension. There was a considerable contrast in the 
reaction of the masses to the assailants of Presidents 
Kennedy and Reagan and to the pope’s assailant. The: 
earlier incidents generated violent reaction (even the death 
of one assailant), and outraged cries for the return of the 
death penalty. The shooting of Pope John Paul II brought 
people to their knees, praying for his recovery, but also 
praying for peace and forgiveness. i 


Senseless violence has received one of its strongest public 
denunciations since the crucifixion of the Prince of Peace. 
Few people in the world have spoken more often or more 
clearly on the futility of violence than Pope John Paul I. 


Yet, this one brief act, and the Holy Father’s 
immediate expression of forgiveness toward his 
assailant, have had greater impact on the world’s 
population than the thousands of sermons and speeches, 
than the millions of words that have been uttered on the 
subject of violence in the past decades. 

Can this impact have any lasting value in a world which 
appears to accept the inevitability of violence? 

Certainly Pope John Paul’s words on the subject of 
-violence will have greater meaning for those who hear or 
read those words—especially those people who have the 
power to determine policy in the settling of disputes, 
internal and external, domestic and foreign. 


The Holy Father has shared his beliefs about the futility 
of violence many times over, in speeches and messages 
delivered from one end of the earth to the other. 


However, I believe being reminded of what he says is in 
order, so I offer this short selection as an example: 


‘‘T beg the men of violence, who are also my brothers, to 
desist from the path of death. I call upon the young not to 
let themselves be swept away by the perverse ideology of 
destruction and hatred.’’ (Address December 22, 1980, to 
the cardinals in Rome) 


As the Holy Father continues to recover from his 
wounds, I pray for the restoration of his health and 
continued ministry to a world which needs that 
ministry desperately. ; 

But even more, I pray that his message of peace, 
reconciliation, forgiveness, non-violence, and love will 
become engraved in the hearts of men and women 
everywhere. 


I believe, as he does, that it is the only way the world can 
survive.

Mercy ‘pro-life’ 


Regarding Valerie Stauffer’s recent 
letter concerning San Diego Pro-Life 
League, I wish to correct some in- 
accuracies including her conclusion 
that the motivation of my letter was 
‘‘money.”’ 


I, as well as the many other volun- 
teers in SDPLL, contribute of my own 
time and money to the organization; 

So how can money 
be the motive? 


I have never been an officer or a 
very active member of the Right to 
Life Council of San Diego County, al- 
though I would not be ashamed to 
have either distinction. Albin 
Rhomberg was a board member of 
SDPLL for two years, and president 
for several months, and I have worked 
with him during that period and also 
in many. other anti-abortion projects.

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II tape-recorded a 
message for the 30,000 pilgrims who gathered in St» Peter's 


Square a week ago Sunday. Speaking from his hospital 


room, the pope’s noon Regina Coeli message focused on the 


_ meaning of sickness and suffering when it is offered to God. 


The pope’s voice showed some signs of weakness and - 
strain. He told the crowd: | 


‘Today I want to address myself in a special way to all 
those who are sick. I, sick like them, want to express to 
them a word of comfort and hope. 


‘When, on the morning after my elevation to the Chair of 
Peter, I came to the Gemelli Polyclinic for a visit, I said I 
wanted to ‘rest my papal ministry especially upon those 
who suffer.’ 


‘‘Providence has disposed that I should return to the 
Gemelli Polyclinic as one who is sick. I now reaffirm the 
same conviction as then: suffering; accepted in union with 
the suffering Christ, has its own incomparable efficacy for 
the realization of the divine plan of salvation. I will repeat 
them with St. Paul: ‘Even now I find my joy in the 
suffering I endure for you. In my own flesh I fill up what is 
lacking in the sufferings of Christ for the sake of His body, 
the Church.’ (Colossians 1:24) 

“J invite all those who are sick to join with me in offering 
their sufferings to Christ for the good of the Church and 
humanity. May Mary most holy be our support and 
comfort.”’

_ God loves a generous heart 


One of life’s real tragedies is the way some of us 
distort our personalities and warp our expectations 
of life by’ clinging to past injuries or injustices, 
whether real or imagined. Somehow we do not seem 
to understand that when we dwell on old 
offenses—or new ones, for that matter—and find 
there cause for mistrust, suspicion and unforgiv- 

_ingness, we not only taint our present and future but 
reveal some serious deficiencies in ourselves. 


It is often said that people-prefer to remember 
only the pleasant things, but this doesn’t seem to be 
true much of the time.-On the whole, we do not 
release unhappy memories. Often they act like 
compost and stimulate the growth of our self-pity 
and jealousy. An ungracious, ungenerous spirit 
always reflects deep-seated personal problems. 


OFTEN FEELINGS OF ENVY and a desire for 
-revenge against people we feel have either injured us 
or who simply seem to have a better life and a greater 
capacity for happiness are suppressed, pushed 
beneath the outer shell we show in public, where they 
continue their corrosive work. It is much healthier to 
try to remember the good things and trace the

meaning and purpose of our lives. 


What is evil and destructive will pass. What is 
good will endure and be eternalized. Hate memories 
are basically masochistic. They harm ourselves more 
than the ones we hope to hurt. They imprint us with 
bitterness and diminish our ability to discern the 
potential for good in all things. ; 

“We find in the past what we seek in the future,’ 
Jesuit Father John Navone wrote in Theology of 
Failure. But we also project into our future what we 
cling to in our past — or draw out of our present. We 
cannot hope to reach the forgiveness and generosity 
so necessary for human and spiritual maturity if we 
will not relinquish hateful and hurtful memories or if 
we consistently try to deny other people their 
happiness or sugcess or human value. 


WHAT MATTERS IS NOT what has been done 
to us, but what we have made of the circumstances 
in which we find ourselves. It is not important 
whether or not we can justify our:resentments — at 
least to. our own satisfaction; what matters is how we 
have allowed them to affect the way we react to other 
people and permitted them to color our outlook on 
life. 

.We will never find joy nor look forward to the 


future in eager anticipation of the unfolding of God’s 
will and our own potential unless we are able to 
forgive past hurts and the people who have inflicted 
them. And the first step in that direction is to look 
honestly at the. situation and admit where the 
damage has been our own doing—where we have 
reacted in a destructive manner to something that in 
itself was neither offensive nor damaging. 


How many relationships founder on the adamant 
stubbornness of one or the other person who will not 
give up his or her feelings of injury and is driven to 
punish the other in some way? All too often that 
desire to punish is little more than a refusal to see 
ourselves as we really are and make that extra effort 
necessary to shake off self-pity and envy. 


WE DEMEAN OURSELVES when we 
consistently hang on to grievances and feed them 
with fantasy. For Christians, such an attitude is a 
denial of Christ, whose generosity of spirit redeemed 
our lives and filled them with totally forgiving love. 
For us, surely, all that happens in a lifetime must 
bear the imprint. of God’s permissive will and the 


memory of His loving presence. 


Q: Bobby Sands (and probably 
others) who committed suicide by a 
hunger strike received a Christian 
burial. Doesn’t Church law still 
forbid this? ; 

_ Ar The parish’ priest who officiated 
_ at the funeral Mass—Father Sean 
Rogan — stated: ‘‘We are giving the 
rites of the Catholic Church to a par- 
ishioner who died in a prison hospital 
~ with a priest at his bedside as he died. 


“Who am I to judge? We are affording — 
the same rites to Bobby Sands, a- 


parishioner who died in prison, as to 
any other member of our community 
who dies. Nothing more, ' nothing 
lesk-; 

‘Later, on British. TV, Bishop 
Edward Daly of Derry commented, 
“T find it very: difficult—in my own 
conscience—to morally justify a 
hunger strike. I would not describe 


Bobby Sands’ death as suicide. I . 


could not accept that. I don’t think he 
intended to bring about his own 
death. I think that he thought there 
was a possibility, that he hoped that 
something else would be achieved.’’ 


however, ‘‘theologians have 
traditionally excluded from such 
condemnation acts which are not 
directly opposed to life, but from 
which death may or will follow. In this 
use of the principle of double effect 
one may for. proportionate reasons 
risk one’s life without committing 
suicide and without moral fault.’’ 
(Principles of Catholic Theology, Edward 
Gratsch, et al., Alba House) 


Moreover, while it is true that. 


Canon 2350 forbids Church burial 
services for suicides, Canon 1240 
restricts the crime to those who kill 
themselves of deliberate purpose. In 
this regard Gratsch rightly notes that 
“in pastoral practice it’ is recognized 
that the majority of persons who 
commit suicide .are so emotionally 
disturbed that they act compulsively 
or at least their perception of objective 
reality is so distorted by their anguish 
and depression that their freedom of 
choice is greatly restricted.’ . 


Frankly, just about any priest 
worth his salt could find extenuating

Polish primate dead at 79

and dramatically draped with a 
priest’s stole, towered over the altar 
platform. 

It was the same powerful symbol 
that two years earlier on precisely the 
same spot, on June 2, 1979, had 


‘joyfully marked Pope John Paul’s 


triumphal return to Poland after his 
election to the papacy. 


TWO YEARS LATER an 
estimated 300,000 silent Poles filled 
the square to mourn the end of an era, 
the death of the man who for nearly 
33 years was the head and personal 
symbol of the Roman Catholic 
Church in one of the most intensely 
Catholic nations in the world. 


The cardinal-primate was ‘‘one of 
the great men in the history of the 
Church and of his fatherland,’’ said 
the chief concelebrant of the Mass, 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, papal 
secretary of state. 


Cardinal Casaroli headed the dele- 
gation representing the pope, who 
was still recovering in a Rome hos- 
pital from bullet wounds suffered in 
an assassination attempt 18 days 
earlier. . 


‘“*I KNOW THAT in Poland there 
exists a whole library of publications 
that deform the image of reality. I 
have served the Polish Church 
according to my best awareness of its 
needs. I wanted to defend the Church 
from atheism, social hatred, and 
moral dissolution,’’ said the 
cardinal’s last testament. 


The cardinal denounced as untrue 
attacks against him and also forgave 
his attackers. ‘‘While I am aware of 
the wrongs done to me,’’ he wrote, 
‘‘with all my heart I pardon them for 
the lies with which they have honored 


ced 


me. 


In his last message the cardinal en- 
trusted the people of Poland to the 
patronage of Our Lady of 
Czestochowa. 


**T AM FILLED with trust in the 
madonna, to whom I bound myself in 
the prison of Stoczek (1953-56), and I 
offer all through her hands to the 
glory of the Holy Trinity. I.ask your 
forgiveness for my incapacity to fulfill 
my service,’’ he said. 


In that message he linked his suffer- 
ings with those of the recently wound- 
ed pope and called his whole life as a 


bishop one of suffering: ‘‘I think it is’ 


my duty to share the destiny of the 
Holy Father who was united a bit 
later with me in suffering,’’ he said. 
““My .life has always been that of 
Good Friday throughout 35 years of 
‘service as a bishop. For that I am very 
grateful to God.”’ ‘ 


Cardinal Wyszynski was born in 
the village of Zuzela, in northeastern 
Poland, on Aug. 3, 1901. He was 
ordained in 1924 and became bishop 
of Lublin in 1946. On Nov. 12, 1948, 
he was made archbishop of Warsaw 
and Gniezno. 


Pope Pius XII named him a 
cardinal in early 1953, but he did not 
go to Rome to receive the red hat until 
several years later because he feared 
the Communist authorities would not 
allow him to return to Poland. 


THE CARDINAL’S most recent 
role had been that of unofficial 
mediator between the Communist 
regime and Solidarity, the 
independent trade union movement. 
He strongly backed the right of 
workers to organize in associations of 
their own choice, and this support was 
the key for the legal recognition of 
Solidarity by the country’s rulers.

Today’s Religious woman more 
than just the habit she wears

SAN DIEGO—Sister Mariella 
Bremner of the Religious of the 
Sacred Heart has been associated with 
the University of San Diego ever since 
the former College for Women was 
‘founded 30 years ago and _ later 
merged. with the College for Men and 
the Law School to form the present 
USD complex overlooking Mission 
Valley and Mission Bay. 

Sister Mariella was chairman of the 
foreign language department at USD, 
taught French and Spanish, and is 
presently in the university relations 


office, which maintains contact with 
‘students’ parents, USD alumni and 


- the general public. 


SHE ENTERED the Religious life 
20--years before that, and has seen 
much change over the years, both in 
education and in her own Order, a 
teaching order ‘‘dedicated to 
education...but which today has a far 
wider role.’’ 

Sister Mariella believes that her 


own Order has been particularly 


successful in meeting the challenges 
and demands of each new generation, 
and of renewing itself in the light of 
the Second Vatican Council, because 
of the flexibility given it by its 
foundress, St. Madeleine Sophie 
Barat; the order dates from 1822. 


The ease with which the Religious 
of the Sacred Heart have adapted 
themselves to a more informal lifestyle 
and contemporary habit is a good 
example of this, said Sister. - 


‘“‘THE HABIT we used to wear 
until a few years ago was simply the 
dress of a 19th century French 
widow,”’ said Sister Mariella. ‘‘Many 
people fail to understand this when 
they see Sisters out of the traditional 

long, black habit. But originally all 
habits were contemporary wear, and 
what many Sisters wear today is no 
more different in approach than what 
Religious women wore centuries 
ago.”’ 

Because they no longer wear the 
more traditional habit which 
automatically identifies them as a 
Sister, she said, today’s Religious 
woman is forced to rely on 
‘herself—and not the clothes she 
wears—to convey the message to 
others that she is in fact a Religious. 
And this- also allows for a greater 
openness in dealing with other people, 
especially the younger generation, she 
added. 


Congregation for 


THE CHANGES in the Religious 
life which have come about since the 
Second Vatican Council have 


-involved both gains and losses for 


today’s woman Religious, said Sister 
Mariella, both as women and as. 
Religious. 


“On the positive side we have 
gained a greater awareness of 


ourselves as women, and also a 
greater awareness of our own 
Religious. vocation,’’ she said. ‘“‘If 


before we .could .rely simply on the 
habit to tell people who we are; now 
we must live it. Before there was too 


‘much of an artificial acceptance of the 


Religious, and there is an openness in 


dealing with others we never had. ° 


Before it was very much a situation 
where people were saying what they 
thought you wanted them to say.” 


The most obvious loss to the 
Religious life in the past generation 
has been fewer new vocations to the 
Sisterhood; many have left and the 
individual Religious communities 
themselves are smaller than ever 
before. But even this has had some 
advantages, .said Sister Mariella. 


“IT IS VERY easy to get lost ina 
large group,’’ she said. ‘‘Smaller can 
be positive. Quite often everything 
was done for us. Many of us never 
even cooked a meal. We now do all of 
the normal things of life, and the work 
is divided up among us.”’ 

_ The Religious ‘‘should be a witness 
of the love and mercy of God. That 
should be her identification,’’ said 
Sister Mariella. ‘‘So many people 
forget that a Religious woman is still a 
woman, and putting on a_ habit 
doesn’t change her one iota. What she 
is and what she makes of herself is 
only with God’s help.”’ 


Sister Mariella is associate vicar for 
Religious of the diocese — Religious 
women and men—and returned 
recently from Rome.as a delegate to a 
meeting of the Vatican’s Sacred 
Religious and 
Secular Institutes. ° 


THE TOPIC under discussion was 
the status of the American Religious 
today and its possibilities for the 
future. It. is Sister’s view that the 


adaptability of the Religious life, and . 


not the freezing of it in one particular 
historical expression that was once 
both valid and contemporary, but 
now no longer is, is what insures its 
vitality.

losses may be bottoming out 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Catholic 
vocation statistics show a net increase 
in diocesan priests for the first time in 
more than a decade, said the 
Vatican’s Central Office of Church 
Statistics. 

According to the statistics, there 
were 258,663 diocesan clergy at, the 
end of 1979. This was 212 more than — 
the 258,451 recorded at the end of 
1978. It was the first net increase 
since the post-Vatican II vocations 
crisis of the mid-1960s. 


THE NUMBER of priests in reli- 
gious orders declined by 145 during 
1979, to 157,733. But that rate was 
far lower than the average decline of 
1,600 a year in the previous five 
years. 


Similarly, the number of fion- 
clerical men Religious (Brothers and 
professed men Religious not yet or- 
dained priests) dropped by 901, an 
annual figure lower than the average 
loss of nearly 1,800 a year in the 
previous five years. The number at 
the end of 1979 was 73,891. 


The figure for nuns in 1979 was. 


964,742, a startling drop of 20,000 
from the previous year. Between 1973 
and 1978, the number of = nuns 
declined at a much lower rate, averag- 
ing slightly more than 10,000 a year. 
THE NUMBER of permanent 
deacons —a ministry re-established in 
recent years—continued a steady 
rise. There were 6,676 permanent 
deacons at the end of 1979, compared 
with 5,562 the previous year and 
1259 ine 1 973% :

NORTH AMERICA (the Unjted 
States and Canada) lost ground 
slightly, from 262,942 apostolic 
workers in 1978 to 261,445 in 1979.

Popes and playwrights 


By Michael Gallagher 


_ NEW YORK—May 15 marked 
the 90th anniversary of Rerum 
Novarum, the 50th of Quadragesimo 
Anno, and the 10th of Mater et Magistra, 
the great social encyclicals in which 
three popes— Leo XIII, Pius XI, and 
John XXIII—took the Gospel 
message and applied it to the 
conditions of their times. 


The. message of these encyclicals 
was that religious faith must go 
beyond personal piety, that it must 
manifest itself ina regard for social 


justice. And whatever these three 
popes thought of Karl Marx’s 
solution, they did not dispute the 


reality of the injustice that drove him 
to formulate it. On the contrary, they 
painted that picture of exploitation as 
did Marx before them, Pius XI in 
particular making the trenchant 
observance that raw materials came 
out of the factories ennobled and 
human beings came out degraded. 


JUST AS WAR is too vital a matter 
to be left to the generals, so business 
and industry are too vital a matter to 
be left to the businessmen and indus- 
trialists. But this is a message, unfor- 
tunately, that has never been very 
popular with a certain kind of 
Catholic, nor are you likely to hear it 
from the pulpit very frequently. 

There’s the story, for example, 
about anti-Catholic revolutionaries 
breaking into a church in Mexico, 
bent on desecration. In the course of it 
they found an unopened carton 
covered with dust. They ripped off its 
cover, and what do you think they 
found— copies of Rerum Novarum. The 
story is no. doubt apocryphal, but, 
even 80, it’s fraught with significance. 


How about the Church in the 


United States? How aware is the 
average Catholic of the import of 
Catholic social teachings? Maybe in a 
real sense our own.church basements 
are filled with the same kind of 
unopened cartons—this despite the 
heroic work of some people like

AS IT HAPPENED, I thought of 
Arthur Miller on the anniversary of 
Rerum Novarum. 


Thirty years ago at Jolin: Carroll 
University in Cleveland, Rerum 
Novarum and Quadragesimo Anno 
formed the substance of a course 
called Social Reforms. It was a 
required course, although, sad to say, 
it hasn’t been for many years. Unlike 
many réquired courses it was taught 
by a zealous teacher who had a real 
passion for his subject, a young 
layman named John J. Connelly. 


The same year I took. Connelly’s 


course I saw a production of Arthur 


Miller’s Death of a Salesman at the 
Hanna, with Thomas Mitchell in the 
role of the hapless dreamer, Willy 
Loman. 


SALESMAN, WITH its insistence 
on the dignity of labor and the obliga- 
tions of employers, seemed to me to 
resound with the spirit of Rerum 
Novarum. That afternoon—it was a 
Saturday matinee—Miller’s great 
play lent so human a form and such 
emotional force to the ideals that 
Connelly had conveyed to me in his 
classes that they became a part of me 
in a way that they might not otherwise 
have done. : 


Then just a few months ago in 


- Manila, at the world assembly of the 


International Catholic Film 
Association, I heard the brilliant and 
socially. committed young Filipino 
director. Lino Brocka, quote Miller in 
an address to the delegates: ‘“The 
business, the business, the G.D.
